Nehru

New Delhi, Nov. 25. 

Pandit Nehru, Prime 
Minister of India, today 
accused Pakistan of or-

tan. 

In the course of hia atate- 
ment, Pandit. Nehru declared: 
“It in impossible to eseape the 
conclusion that the rafda in 
Kashmir were’ carefully planned 
and well organised by the Pakis- 
tan authorities with the de- 
Hberate object of seizing the 
State by force and then declaur- 
ing Ha aceesaion to Pakistan, 

“Thin was an act of hostility 
not only to the Kashm{r but to 
the Indian Union, 

“The Pakistan Government 
has proposed the simultaneous 
withdrawal of our forces and 
those of the raiders from Kaah- 
mir, This could only mean that 
the raiders were there cat the 

“Inatanee of the Pakistan Goy- 
“ernment, 

“We eannot treat with free- 

boolera who have murdered 
1 of people-and 
have tried to ruin’ Kashmir, 
They are not a State, although 
a State may be behind them.

| No Dollar Exchange 
For Many Goods 


Part Of [947 
Quota Not To 
Be Granted | 


Importers have been notified that part of their | 
quota for foreign dollar exchange for the last 
half of 1947 will not be granted. Furthermore, 
allocations covering a wide variety of goods 
for the first quarter of 1948 will also not be 
granted. The immediate effect of this will be 
that whereas some importers have already 
received their dollar allocations for this year 
others who applied will now be disappointed. 

The notification to importers came in the form of 
a circular from the Financial Secretary. Re- 
garding the “banned” goods, he assures them 

.that should importers obtain their own dollar 
exchange and secure a bank certificate, appli- 
cations for it to be used for the import of these 
articles will, generally speaking, be approved. 


"The circular from the Finan. 
clal Scerctary states that when 
the Inst applications were receiv. 
ed from local Importers for the 
allocation of foreign dollar ex. 
change, jt wos hoped at the 
thne that, some of the commaodl. 
ties applied for weuld be granted 
foreign exchange, Owing to the 
shcrtajte of dollars, it has now 
been found Impossible to reallse 
that hope. 3 

In ndditicn, owing to elrcum- 
stances, it will not be possible 
for Government to grant quotas 
for foreign dcitnr exchange In 
respect of certain goods for the 
first three months of 1948,
